THREE IMPORTANT AMENDMENTS TO THE 
TAX BI. SO FAR.

Waentwaron, D. C., July 2.—The Tax bill has 
been under consideration in the Senate overa 
week, and less than one-half of the bill as re- 
ported from the Finance Committee has been 
acted on. In fact, only two of the six sections 
bave been passed upon. Two important amend- 
ments have been adopted—first, Beck's amend- 
ment reducing the tak on manufactured tobacco 
and snuff from 16 to 12 cents per pound; and, 
second, Beck’s amendment giving farmers 
and producers of leaf tobacco the privilege 
of selling such tobacco of their ewn growth 
and raising to other persons besides l- 
censed dealers, provided the amount thus 
sold by any producer shall notexceed $100 worth 
in any single year. The latter amen dment was 
carried today by a vote of 24 to 23, Kell and 
Mahone 5 in the affirmative with the m- 
ocrats, and Bayard voting in the negative with 
the Republicans. 

ANOTHER AMENDMENT 
of some importance offered by Morgan and ap- 
proved by Commissioner Raum was adopted late 
thigafternoon. It provides that farmers. plant- 
ers, and lumbermen may seil to their employés 
lov pounds of manufactured tobacco each year 
without paying e special tax now required 
of a licensed ＋4— Asa rule, tho votes on 
the various amendments acted on today were 
pretty close.

Barons and Princes Serving Beer, 
Philadelphia Record. 

One scarcely knows nowadays whether he sips 
his beer fresh from the hand of a bourgeois or 
receives the foaming beverage from the taper- 
ing fingers of a descendant of a Prussian Baron, 
and it is two to ten that the simpering restaurant 
garcon at least belongs to a collateral branch of 
the house of Bourbon. The bead waiter at the 
Münnerchor Gardens, Philadelphia, turns up as 
Freiherr Hildebrandt von Pappenhagen, Count 
of Flensburg and Hereditary Feudal Vaasai of 
the old German and Holy Roman Empire, late 
a Lieutenant in the German Imperial Army, and 
afterward an attaché of the German Congulate 
office at New York City. His ancestral castle, 
which descended to his family from the eleventh 
century, is at Freudenfeld, still in possession of 
his mother. Duels at the university, trouble

Smyrna, Where the Big Fire Was. 

SMYRNA, July 19.—A great fire broke out here 
today. It raged seven hours. Fourteen hun- 
dred houses were destroyed. Six thousand per- 
sons are homeless. One life was lost. 

New York Herald. 

The city which has been visited by this disas- 
trous conflagration is the chief commercial em- 
porium of Western Asia. Smyrne has for cent- 
uries been the most important centre of trade 
in the Levant. It is the starting-point of two 
of the very few railways in Asiatic Turkey. 
Like all Turkish towns, Smyrna looks best ata 
distance. Tne view from the bay is grand and 
impressive, but on shore the presence of 160,000 
Orientals crowded together in the narrow streets 
is disenchanting. The hot season ends in the 
middie of September. Provisions are plentiful, 


and the abundance of flowers makes the city 


seem to be embowered in roses and myrtles. The 
city is wretchedly built, the houses being most- 
ly of wood and only one story high. The streets 
are barrow, offering abundant means tor the 
rapid spread of a conflagration. Numerous 
cafés aud gardens are scatiered along the banks 
of a small stream which runstbrough the sub- 
urbs. The annual imports amount to about 
$14,000,000, and the exports $23,000,000. The most 
of the carrying trade, after that of England, is 
conducted under the flags of Austria and France. 
The chief imports are silks, velvets, cotton, iron 
nails, timber, copper, “ manufactures,” rice, cof- 
fee, sugar, and petroleum. The staple 
exports are raisins, figs, cotton, 
opium, sponges, carpets, grain, an 
tobacco. y the Smyrna & Aidia KRall- 
way, eighty-one miles in length, visits can be 
paid to Ephesus. The receipts of the railway 
were $472,000 in 1876. The Smyrna & Cassaba 
Railway, 105 miles long, earn $569,000; in the 
same period, The roads are bad. The pave- 
ment of the streets remains as it was a century 
since. The port, which can accommodate about 
300 vessels, is surrounded by a stone mole. It is 
regarded as a safe narbor, while there is excel- 
lent anchorage in most parts of the guif. There 
is a quay constructed by a French company in 
1869, but the landing is sometimes inconvenient 
and passengers bave to be carried on shore 
through the mud. Smyrna has suffered repeated 
vicissitudes, especially from destructive earth- 
quakes and visitations of the plague; but its 
admirable situation for commerce has caused it, 
after each calamity, rapidly to regain is im- 
portance.

THE HETCH-HETCHY. 


A Valley Rivaling the Yosemite in 
Beauty — Towering FPrecipices and 
Rocks of Peculiar Formation—Mag- 
mnificent Waterfalis, 

San Francisco Chronicle. 
Hetcu-Hercay, Cal., June 20.—The Hetch- 

Hetchy Valley is situated on the main Tuolumne 

River, about twenty-five miles west of the crest 

of the Sierras, and sixteen in an air line north- 

west of Yosemite. Like that valley, itis but a 

widening of the bottom of the river cafion from 

the common V“ shape to that of a U.“ 

and the substitution of neurly vertical solid 

granit cliffs for the ordinary sianting earth-cov- 
ered sides of the California Cafion. These two 
valleys are the only examples of this rock form- 
ation to be fohud in the Sierras, and, in fact, 
exceed in hight of walls, size, natural wonders, 
and effect upon the observer any similar formu- 
tion yet discovered in either hemisphere. Vol- 
umes have been written descriptive of Yosemite, 
but of her sister valley, equally beautiful, and 
in some respects even more remarkable, our 
public prints, our books of travel, and, with one 
exception, even our guide books are silent. 
Hetch-Hetchy is reached from Colfax Springs, 

a small hotel at the toll-gute onthe Big Oak 

Fiat road to Yosemite, thirteen miles east of 

Garrote. This is a wild spot, being the junction 

of the middle and south forks of the Tuolumne 

with the main river. Half a mile west of the 
hotel the road winds along the cafion 2,000 feet 
above the river, and in view of cascades on the 
south fork, and avertcial fall on the middie 
fork 200 feet in hight. Further east I crept 
down a biuf at the junction of the two 

forks, and from a perpendicular precipice 1,200 

feetin hight had a fine view of the middle- 

fork cascades directly opposit.. The stream 
here falls fully 1,000 feet in a half mile. From 

a rocky biuff a half mile down the cafion Hetch- 

Hetchy comes first into open view. It is a sur- 

prise. The panorama isa noble one, embracing 

in one vast amphitheatre all the most notable 
objects of interest of the valiey. Yusemite can- 
not produce its equal. It is as if Ei Capitan, the 

South Dome, Sentinal Rock, and the Yosemite 

and Nevada Falls were brought together 

into one picture. And then we must bor- 
row Hetch-Hetchy’s broad green meadows 
te equal the norama presented from the 
rock on which I now sit. meadows, level as 
a tloor, traversed by the river, uow swollen by 
melted snows, but smooth and placid, and 
fringed by noble trees, form the foreground of 
the picture. Now,imagine this scene inciosed 
on three sides by heavy vertical walls of solid 
granit, rising from 2,000 feet on the extreme 
left and right toa grand culminating dome in 
the centre of the picture, spring 3.200 feet 
above the level of the — int these 
cliffs a velvety gray, reliev by patches of 
white, red, yellow, brown, and vertical 
bands of jet biack. Then throw over the fore- 
ground of these cliffs two of Yosemite's best 
falls. Add California sunlight and sky and the 
remembrance that you are miles away from the 
principal objects which form this gigantic am- 
phitheatre of nature, and you have in your 
mind’s eye the first view of Hetch-Hetchy. 

The valley is about four miles in length, and 

varies in widts from 150 yards in the centre to 

about balf a mile midway of either end. It is 
much. smaller than Yosemite, and, unlike that 
valley. its attractions are so grouped that nearly 
all may be seea in one panorama. 

The majestic cliffs of the upper valley are the 
highest, yet less remarkable than those of the 


lower, being more sianting and less peculiar in 
shape. The highest I have named tae Great 


Eastern, owing to its remarkable resemblance 


to a mammoth ocean steamship in fuil sail. Its 
hight above the valley is upward of 4,000 feet. 
Just below is another cliff of nearly equal hight, 
known as “Chimney Rock.“ Directly op tis 
another cliff of fully equal hight. 

e have now approached the central and nar- 
row rtion of the valley. Here, with bases 
but yards apart and heads se ted by 
svarcely more than a quarter of a mile 
air, tower two cliffs. On the south, 
pushing its almost vertical front boldly out into 
the valley, rises a monument of id granit 
2.400 feet in hight. It springs directly from the 
valley. without débris worthy the name, and 
impresses the bebolder as does no other cliff 
about the valley. This is known by the Indians 
as Ko-lo-uah Rock, and is the most prominent 
and wonderful feature of Hetch-Hetchy. It 
sligiftiy resembles, in position and contour, Sen- 
tinel k in Yosemite, but is a far more won- 
derful formation. Opposit Koionah a sloping 
cliff rises 2,000 feet, from the summit of which 
springs upward a smooth granit dome, lifting its 
hoary head 3,200 feet above the meadow and 
river below. 

Its wuterfalis are three in number, besides 
numerous ephemeral torrents which slide and 
leap down the cliffs in the early spring or after 
heavy showers. At the upber end of the valley 
the cafion divides, as in Yosemite, the Toulumne 
coming down the right fork. Here enters what 
is known as Rancheree Creek. Both river and 
crest are crossed by narrow sheep bridges, and 
we set out on a half-mile scramble up the rocks 
overlooking the Rancheree © Any one 
wishing to gain 4 clear and perfect idea 
of pandemonium should visit these fails. The 
Rancheree Creek, a stream forty feet in width,

We have had some expe- 
rience on this serene Continent of persons 
who won battles by proclamations, The 
Mexican Generals Bustamente, Ampudia, 
and Santa Anna were powerfu) writers of 
proclamations, They were generally thrashed, 
but proclaimed that they were not, and that 
was the next best thing to being successful. 
During the Civil War Gen. Fremont was a 
great writer of proclamations and orders, and 
Beauregard rivaled bim on the Confederate 
side. Gen. John Pope, though a brave 
soldier and a hard fighter, was afflicted 
with the notion that he was also 
a literary genius. His proclamation or order 
to the Army of Virginia on assuming 
command was the greatest blunder of his 
life. We have never beard of any great 
battles being won with the pen, and Arabi 
Bey’s experience is not likely to be an excep- 
tion. He has sunk eight ironclads,- burned 
two, and captured four (on paper). The capt- 
ured ironclads, weighing from 8,000 to 12,000 
tons, be is about to transport to Calro—on 
camel-back, it is presumed.

THE MORAL BUSHEL. 

No housekeeper versonally interested in 
the céminercial transactions which take 
place on South Water street, and also at other 
places In the city where family supplies are 
purchased, can fail to be impressed with 
the strong moral influence exercised upon 
society by the character of the bushel ”’ 
used in trade. The “ bushel” as an article 
of measurement has a well-defined legal defi- 
nition, and yet the difference in the contents 
of bushels is strongly marked, and the depth 
of the Christlan integrity of the seller may 
often be conspicuously measured by the 
variances noticeably witnessed in the quan- 
titles délivered in different bushels. We 
fear that to a great extent the legal contents 
of a bushel is not always well remembered, 
or perhaps it is possible that different mer- 


-| chants have different notions of how much 


a bushel ought actually to contain. This dif- 
ference of opinion 6n this question prevails 


and thence extends widely through the 6,000 
minor establishments throughout the city, 
and, we are afraid, leads largely to an im- 


morality, where in fact the want of uni- 
formity is due to a want of information. 

The best thing then to do is to publish for 
general information, both for that of the sell- 
er and for that of the buyer, the legal defini- 
tion ot a bushel in the State of IIlinols. Web- 
ster defines ** bushel” as follows: 

Bcsaer—(l) A dry measure containing four 
pocks, eight gallons, or thirty-two quarts. @) A 
— of the capacity of a bushel used in meas- 

The statute of Lilinois declares that when 
the contract does not otherwise provide the 
foilowing articles shall be measured per 
bushel by the following weights. We select 
only those now for sale in the provision mar- 
ket: 

Irish potatoes 


White beans 
Onions 


The law further detines that a bushel shall 
conform to the standard ineasure established 
‘by the United States, every such measure in 
use to be inspected and stamped by an officer 
appointed for that purpose. 

The citizen who buys a peck of tomatoes 
does so under the impression and we may 
may say the confidence, that he Is ob- 
taining for his money the one-fourth of a 
bushel, and the same confidence attends the 
transactions in peaches and potatoes, Itisa 
maxim that mistakes will occur despite the 
best precautions, but we question whether 
the nist experienced housekeeper can re- 
member an occasion when he had rea- 
son to suspect that he ever obtained a 
peck basket of peaches, or of potatoes, or 
of tomatoes in the Chicago market which 
contained more than the quantity that should 
be found ina peck. Indeed the impression 
generally prevails that the quantities de- 
livered as pecks or bushels are so largeiy 
short of the quantity needed to make that 
measurement that the purchaser of six pecks, 
as they are delivered in the markets, will 
generally need an additional quantity in 
order to fill out an honest bushel measure. 

The law authorizes the substitution of 
weight for the so-culled bushel or peck 
measure. but that the dealer as a general 
thing respectfully declines; and he does 
more—he solls the ordinary fruits and vege-

The sale, in fact, is of a basket of peaches, 
and there is no legal definition of what a has- 
ket should contain. The incidental sugges- 
tion of bushel” or peck is & mere matter of 
comparteon, and has no bearing von the 
conscience or the judgmentof any erson. 
A man may, for instance, obtain a consign- 
ment of peaches, and pack them into 100 
baskets and sell them with the suggestion 
that each contains a peck of peaches, when, 
in fact, the entire lot, if measured legally, 
would not equal fifteen honest bushels. ‘The 
purchaser willingly submits to the shave, 
submits to the loss, and limits his indigna- 
tion to denouncing the loose administration 
of the law which no longer requires all 
articles of that kind to be sold by weight or 
measure. In fact, the invention of the 
“basket” is a fraud which is superseding 
the actual use of the legal weights and meas- 
ures, which in all other countries are rigidly 
enforced, Occasionally there is an effort 
made to confiscate decayed vegetables and 
fruits, but there is no effort made to enforce 
the sale of any merchandise by the weights 
and measures established by law, and so the 
housekeepers go on year after year, paying 
for fruit and vegetables nominally by the 
pushel and peck, when notoriously the 
packages contain no such quantities, nor 
more than 60 or 70 per cent of such quanti- 
ties. | 

Is there no remedy for this condition of 
things? Is the bushel, after having been 
used dishonestly by false measurements, 
now to be wholly désearded as not equal to 
the Standard of fraud, and “boxes” and 
“baskets” professing to contain certain 


‘numbers of pecks and quarts, but actually 


unknown quantities, and wholly unknown 
to the law as measures, to be substituted? 
In every civilized land, and in every State in 
this Union, thereis a standard of weights 
and measures for the regulation of those sell- 
ing goods and merchandise. But in this city 
such measurements and weights in the retail 
trade are practically abandoned. No person 
is compelled to sell by the bushel or pound; 
sales are now made by the basket or bok, al- 
leged to contain certain pounds or pecks, but 
there is no law compelling the basket or box 
to contain any legally defined weight or 
measure: Theresult of all this is thata 
bushel or a peck in Chicago has now no fixed 
standard—a peck basket may Gontain any 
quantity, and a box may have an equally un- 
certain weight. Thelawis silent, and the 
representation of the seller governs the 
whole transaction. | 

The demoralization of the bushel as a 
standard of measurement in the sale of com- 
modities bought and sold by the bushel can 
have but one effect, and that is the demoral- 
ization of all trade and traffic where substi- 
tutes for the legal bushel are accepted in 
trade and become acceptable under the name 
of bushels without reference to their eapac- 
ity. The remedy is the enforced legal res- 
toration of the bushel, all sales to be made 
by the bushel or its integral parts, and the 
punishment ot all violations of this law rig- 
orously and severely.

THEORY OF LIFE-INSURANCE. 

Mr. Jacob L. Greene has an article en- 
titled The Relations of Life-Insurance te 
the Public and of the Public to Life-Insur- 
ance” in the last number ot the Inter- 
national Review. The purpose of the argu- 
ment is to show the unwisdom of imposing a 
heavy burden of taxation on life-insurance. 
The articie will be chiefly interesting, how- 
ever, to the general reader for the very clear 
and intelligent exposition of the theory of 
life-insurance which it contains. 

Mr. Greene says itis right to consider as 
capital that which produces money or its 
distinct equivalent. The life which pro- 
duces money is itself capital. The money 
value of it is to be ascertained at any time 
by taking the present worth of what it earns 
combined with its chances of duration. If 
the life dies before its average lifetime is 
com plete, its earnimg power during that aver- 
age of lifetime which will not be lived is 
lost, and so much definit money value, cnpi- 
tal, is lost. The present money value of the 
earnings of a man of 85 in sound health, 
who has an income of $1,000 per annum, is, 
according to the tables, $17,500. Now take 
100,000 men aged 35 earning $1,000 a year 


each. 


The present money value of their lives to 
their families is 51,750,000. 000: and during that 
year there will be lost about $15,655,500: a 
years later the loss is at the rate of $17,071,000: 
twenty years fater it is at the rate of searly 
$23,000,000; the only question as to the communi- 
ty is upon what families will it strike: as to the 
family, the ouly question is when will it strike: 
as to the whole number, so many lives will go: 
as to the total value ot all, so much value will 
be lost. th, like fire, destroys utterly. What 
was, is not. 

In the absence of an investment for a suffi- 
clent amount and of a proper kind to be a com- 
plete substitute for the value lost, how shall the 
disastrous effect of the loss to the families ou 
which it falls be averted? Thereis but one 
sibie way. The loss can be taken from the fam- 
ily on which it falls only by piecing on those 
who live. The my remedy for family ts 
distribution over the ee pow & bearing each 
others’ burdens. Instead of the family losing its 

7,500, the survivors must lose Gach a schull 
sum—bhts share of the $17,500—and so the family 
is made financially whole. That. in substance, 
is all there is of life-iasurance. All the rest is 
mere method. 


But life-insurance is to the family “daily 
bread, a home, training, or education, a posi- 
tion, a standing-ground for the future, and a 
fair start in its struggle. It is all that the 
material product of the lost life could have 
been. 
loss upon many instead of leaving it upon 
one.“ 

The most primitive form of life- insurance 
would be ah association, say of 10,000 men, 
aged 30, who should agree by contract (and 
fulfill their agreement) that on the death of 
each member the survivors would pay his 
family $10,000. In the first year there would be 
eighty-four deaths, and the assessment would 
be $84.70 each. The tenth year it would be 
$104.20 each. The twentieth year it would 
be $16L.45 each. The thirtieth year it would 
be $013.30 each. In the fortieth year there 
would be 270 deaths, and the 3,883 survivors 
would be assessed $695.84 each. It is evi- 
dent that the longest-lived members of the 
association would have to endure the sever- 
est penalties. They would, in effect, be sub- 
ject to a longevity tax. There being no ad- 
missions of new and young lives, and the 
first accretions of premiums not being in- 
vested in such a way as to earn an income, 
the members of the association who should 
live longest would have to pay most of the 
insurance, while those who died earliest 
would be the gainers. To use the vulgar 
phrase. a man would have to die young to 
beat the association.“ 

Scientific life-insurance is regulated on a 
different basis. Taking the same number of 
lives and the same uniform insuranc e. the ex- 
cess of premiums over losses for the first 
twenty years would be $1,515.23. The 
excess of losses over premium receipts in the 
last forty years would be $8,006,446. The 
difference of $7,001,188 would have to be 
made good in part by the judicious invest- 
ment of the reserve. The items of excess,” 
to quote Mr. Greene’s language, are simply 
contributions to losses paid for convenlenee 
before the losses occur. ‘They still re ent 
nothing but losses ahd their distribution.“

A SHORT CROP OF LOESTERS. 

“ Yes’m,” said the dealer, deprecatingly; 
“lobsters is lobsters today, and has been for 
some time.” There is a short crop of lob- 
sters, and it is not for this year alone, but 
for all the years of the future. Notice of the 
fact comes from a veteran of Fulton Market, 
and he gives plenty of reasons for the scar- 
city of a food than which none more deli- 
cious is drawn from the sea. 

But the lobster is to become acostly luxury 
in this country as it has long been in the Old 
World, and ag all delicacies are destined to 
become in higb!y-civilized communities. As 
in the struggle tor life the fittest plants and 
animals survive, so the most delicate morsels 
of food are by the force of law—the law of 
price—reserved for the rich alone. Do you 
prefer turtle-soup and oyster-salad to salt 
pork and bologna-sausage ? Then speculate, 
my son, speculate,” says the wise old gentle- 
man of the stock exchange. 

It seems a very siinple affair to lunch off 
lobster ; but, as a matter of fact, it is soon to 
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President. It involves the same processes of 
thought and action. The man who in future 
would indulge his palate with rare delica- 
cies must be sharper or more saving than 
his neighbor; he must earn more than his |. 
pro rata share of the common fund of prop- 
erty, or save a larger percentage of his earn- 
ings, A penny saved is as good as a penny 
earned; therefore it follows that a penny 
saved equally with a penny earned will pay 
for the lobster of the future. 

But why the scarcity of the lobster? Why 
shall the poor no longer, or not much longer, 
crack its shell and extract its delicious nu- 
triment? It is the result of overfishing, 
says the wise man of Fulton Market. The 
demand exceeds the supply; the rich people 
want so many lobsters and will pay so high 


poor.. Itis only a little time ago that the 
price of lobsters was 10 cents a pound, but 
now itis 18 and 20 cents. Then the lobster 
nas been driven from its favorit haunts. In 
New York Bay, in Hell Gate, and especially 
on the New Jersey side, there used to be 
oceans of lobsters, so to speak, but they 
have been literally volsoned to death by the 
refuse of the oil refineries. And on the 
coast of Maine, where the lobster formerly 
swarmed in vast numbers, the canning fac- 
tories have swallowed them by the million. 
‘The laws enacted by Maine, Massachusetts, 
and New York prohibiting the catching of 
young lobsters ate almost wholly in- 
operative, since they are evaded by taking 
the catch in those States to other States for 
sale. 

It is plain that poor people will be obliged 
soon to do without lobsters. The children 
of the present generation of the poor will be 
as ignorant of the taste of lobster-salad as 
the Marchioness, Dick Swiveller’s protégé, 
was of the taste of beer. 

In England a lobster is worth about 82. 
if a laborer should have the temerity to pro- 
pose to himself to dine off lobster, he would 
have to work about a week to earn the 
necessary sum to pay for the luxury. In be- 
half of the poor we may say adieu to the 
lobster. Terrapins and green turtle may be 
said to have gone before, since they are 
more difficult to “take” than the lobster, 
and soft and hard crabs will soon follow 
suit. 

All these luxuries may still be found at the 
$5 and $10 a day hotels, at the “crack” res- 
taurants, the clubs, and in the houses of 
millionaires. But they will not be seen on 
the tables of the railway freight handlers 
either when on or off a strike. No., the lob- 
ster is about to take its proper place by the 
side of the terrapin and the green turtle in 
the ranks of the aristocracy. Its appetizing 
aroma will no longer tickle the ears of the 
inmates of stuffy hovels and ill-ventilated, 
ill-lighted tenements, When the lobster is 
brought to the table in the future it will be 
preceded and heralded by the chief butler 
as an honored dish: If any poor person 
happens to be particularly fond of lobster 
now is his or her time to indulge the appe- 
tite before it is everlastingly too late.

SUMMER RESTAURANTS. 

The reason of the vast increase of restau- 
rants in summer is, in the language of Dick 
Stotveller. a staggerer.”’ Less food is con- 
sumed in summer than in winter; why is it 
consumed in twice ag many restaurants? 

These summer restaurants spring up in a 
night like Jonah’s gourd. If they could be 
“smitten” by a worm so that they would 
“wither” in a night, as Jonah’s gourd did, 
the unfortunates who fight flies and contract 
stomach-ache in them would be, in a meas- 
ure, avenged: Jonah is represented as hav- 
ing been “exceeding glad of the gourd,” 
Nobody is “glad” of the summer restau- 
rant—until it closes. 

Yesterday was cool and delightful and 
there were only four times as many restau- 
ranis as were required for the convenience 
of the ordinarily-hungry public; today the 
sun ascends in a cloudless sky. There is not 
a breath of air, the thermometer marks 80 
degrees, and there are twenty times as many 
restaurants as there were yesterday. . Every 
little shop that was vacant yesterday today 
flaunts the sign Restaurant“ in glaring red, 
yellow, or green letters. At the door of the 
new restaurant there is a pine board bearing 
this legend:. “ Breakfast now ready.” If 
you turn the board. over you will find“ Din- 
ner now ready” on the other side, and be- 
hind the door there ig another pine slab, on 
which are painted the words Supper now 
ready.”’ 

If you enter the new restaurant on the 
morning of its epening you will be greeted 
by the hum of a million flies, which appear 
as perfectly at home as if they had been born 
and brought up in the establishment—nay, as 
if they had inherited it through a score of 
generations of their fly forefathers. Where 
did these flies come from? Thisis a poser, 
for there is not a fly less in any other restau- 
rantin town, Are flies created to order to 
supply new restaurants? Are restaurants 
opened to accommodate them ? | 

But this is not the most astonishing pecul- 
larity about new summer restaurants. If 
the restaurant is opened at 7 o’clock a. m. 
Saturday, and the declaration Breakfast 
now ready” hung out, and you enter in five 
minutes -thereafter, you will find the bill of 
fare stained through and through with grease 
and blackberry juice, and covered with fly- 
specks; the butter of the consistency of salad- }. 
oll, dotted with straggling flies, and flies that 
have ceased to struggle; the cruet-stands 
half empty of bottles, and the bottles broken 
and stopperless; and the tablecloth saturated. 
with beer, yellow with remains of pumpkin | 
mashed whortleberries, and of 
a general nastiness Indicating use without 
washing for three or four weeks. There | 
is a theory that all the paraphernalia 
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| Cuthwans or Scythians. The latter came 


of the new summer restaurant are artificially 
daubed. with the remains of several bad 
breakfasts in order to give the place an ap- 
pearance of having been long established. A 
better opinion is that the dining-room portion 
of the new restaurant is made 4s vile as pos- 
sible in order to convey the impression that 
all the dirt allotted to the establishment has 
been distributed there, leaving none for use 
in the kitchen. If persons who hold to this 
opinion now and then find a fly in the pie, or 
a beetle in the soup, or a bit of the end ofa 
washrag in the muffin, they content them- 
selves with the observation that it is doubt- 
less the last of its kind leftin the kitehen, 
throw it under the table, and hope for “ bet- 
ter luek next time,” after the manner of 
Jacob Faithfut. 

The question constantly recurs: What are 
summer restaurants started for? They are 


not started for profit to their proprietors, be- 


cause they never make any money, and they 
always fail in a single season. They are not 
started for the benefit of their patrons, for it 
would be much better for them to fast dur- 
ing the whole term of the existence of the 
summer restaurant than to take breakfast 
once at its nasty table. They are not started 
for the benefit of landlords, for they receive 
in rents only the small sum exacted in ad- 
vance, and the damage to the premises is ten- 
fold the amount of the advance payment, 
Soap and water are of no avail against the 
tenacious stench of the abandoned summer 
restaurant. It is said that a person who had 
the misfortune to breakfast one of them 
in 1868 was able to point out its exact 
locality by the remains ‘of unsavory fra- 
grance which hung over the spot after the 
great fire of 1871. Some people doubt the 
verity of this statement, but those who doubt 
it may be remarked are not in the habit of 
dining at restaurants. 

There is a beliet that summer restaurants 
are started by a society of humanitarians 
with the view of promoting domesticity, the 
theory being that one dinner at such a public 
table would be sufficient to render the victim 
contented at home forever afterwards. But 
there is no evidence of the existence even of 
such a society. It is more probable that they 
are established by a society of butchers and 
vegetable and fruit dealers for the 
consumption of bull-beef, strong mut- 
ton-chops, stale vegetables, and sour 
and decayed fruits. Neither is it im- 
probable that the doctors, the drug- 
gists, and the undertekers contribute to the 
fund for their establishment. That they are 
proline of colic, cholera, dyspepsia, and in- 
digestion there is no doubt; and that they 
are the source of rage, despair, and madness 
leading to suicide is eminently probable. 
And in such cases the doctors.and druggists 
are called in to finish the work of the huck- 
sters, and the undertaker is summoned to 
put the victim under the ground. There 
may be no society for the sale of buil-Deef 
and stale vegetables, but if there is, and it is 
guilty of establishing the summer restaurant, 
it is guilty of manslaughter in the first de- 
gree, and ought to be condemned to dine 
every day for a whole season at the table it 
has prepared for a deluded public. 


ANTIQUITY OF BUDDHIST MYTHS. 

The remarkable likeness of many of the 
Buddhist myths to Incidents in the life of 
Christ has been a source of irritation and 
perplexity to commentators. It has been the 
fashion to explain the parallelism by saying 
that the Buddhist chronology was defective; 
that most of the myths referred to were com- 
paratively modern, and that they were bor- 
rowed or stolen from Christian history. 
Buddhist reckoning of time from the nature 
of the case cannot be regarded as very trust- 
worthy. The tendency to exaggerate the 
venerabieness ot legendary events is strong 
and constant, and the Oriental chroniclers 
have been detected in some very gross im- 
postures of this deseriptllon. 

It was easier for good Christians to believe 
that the stories of Buddha’s immaculate con- 
ception, his youthful precocity, his wander- 
ings and temptations in the wilderness, were 
manufactured for home consumption than 
to suppose that they had an independent and 
prior origin. Happily, the seeker after truth 
is not bound down to these alternatives. 
The legends may all have antedated the 
coming of Christ, and yet they may have 


been derived from the Messianic prophecies, ' 


and have been merely convenient fulfill- 
ments ina far-off land of promises that had 
been made to a wandering people, who 
once lived near the cradle of the Iranian 
race.” This at least is the explanation of 
the origin of the Buddhist myths which is 
given in a recent number of the Nation. 

There is no longer room for reasonabie 
doubt of the great antiquity of the myths. 
Tradition and written tecords have been 
verified in this rospect in a remarkable man- 
ner, It has been discovered that the scenes 
cut upon the pillars and gateways of the 
ancient topes or temples are taken from the 
lite of Buddha. The ruins of the temples 
were found several yeats ago, but the sym- 
bolic meaning of the stone-cut pictare has 
only now been interpreted. The first dis- 
coverer, a Mr. Ferguson, was so far out of 
the way that he wrote a book entitled Tree 
and Serpent Worship.“ The tree with the 
serpents twined about it is a familiar picture 
in the Buddhist temples, and it was formerly 
supposed that they were objects of actual 
worship. It is now proved, however, that 
the tree was a figurative expression of 
Buddha, and that the serpents were sup- 
posed to be adoring him, The worship of 
the tree was symbolic, 

The first scene from the life of Buddha to 
be identified was that of his affecting parting 
from his wife and child when he resolved to 
sacrifice all his earthly possessions and 
sunder every family tie for the Kingdom of 
Heaven's sake.” In all literature there is 
not a more beautiful or more touching 
romance than this, Its historical value is 
not fully ascertained, but it is thought to 
have a foundation of truth. The lovely 
Yasodhara, the wife of Buddha’s youth, 
lay sleeping. By her side was their only 
child, a son. Yasodhara was surrounded by 
flowers, and one hand rested on the head of 
the child. Buddha stood at the door of the 
apartment, irresolute. He loved Yasodhara. 
His infant son was dearer to him than his 
own life. For a moment he hesitated. He 
thought he would take his child in his arms 
and kiss him good-by. But he was restrained 
by the fear of waking Yasodhara. So he 
turned slowly away, and sought the mount- 
ain side, where he, thongh a Prince’s son, 
was for years to lead the life of an ascetic 
and a recluse. 

This is one of the scenes wrought with 
marvelous skill in the stone pillars of the 
ancient temples—the stories of the immacu- 
late conception of Buddha, his incarnation, 
temptation, and transfiguration are also seen 
in old sculptures. The sole question re- 
lates to their age. On this point the Nation 
well rematks: “As long as the records of 
Buddhism were fixed, as to date, only by lit- 
erary evidence, there was always doubt and 
uncertainty. But now we rest on evidence 
ot another kind; the style of architecture 
and the form of the very letters engraved on 
the stone afford a test which, in the hand of 
experts, cannot mislead us. We have, then, 
at Sanchi evidence that the birth and career 
of Buddha, as now related to us in books, 
were accepted and believed at the beginning 
of our era throughout Central India, at 


least. . . ° 
Buddha was descended from the Sakys 


who were later developments of the ancier i? 
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from the River Araxes. They acquired in 
their ancient residence some of the religious 
notions which were then prevalent in that 
région, and imported them into India possi- 
bly when they migrated thither. Their form 
of government was strictly democratic. It 
is an odd fact, calculated we must confess to 
tax human credulity to the utmost, that some 
of the sonlpturesin the old Buddhist ruins 
show that the flag used by these republicans 
who flourished before the Christian era was 
da combination af stars and Union Jack.” 
After this the sacredness of British rule in 
India will hardly be disputed. “A 
“LONDON IN THE SEASON.” 

Editorial Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Lonvon, Eng., July 3—The overshadowing 
social event in Great Britain is London in the 
Season. Suppose that the Capital of the 
United States was changed to New York, and 
the public buildings in Washington were trans- 
ferred to that city, with ali their occupants and 
contents; suppose that during the sitting of 
Congress, say from Feb. 15 to July 1, 3,000 or 
more of the wealthiest families of the Republic 
were to go to New York to live, and that 10,000 
should take with them their carriages, 
and servants and occupy houses in that oity for 
three or four months each season; suppose that 
several thousand of the very richest of these 
families owned residences in New York, which 
they occupied each year during the season, 
while other thousands of rich provinoials 
leased houses, and the remainder of the 60,000 
swarmed in the hotels and overflowed into re- 
spectable private bouses which took in 
lodgers and rented furnished apartments 
to the visitors by the week or season; 
and that they ali came to enjoy them- 
selves pretty much regardiess of the expense. 
Now, imagine Gotham filled up to social 
suffocation in this way, with a quarter of a 
million of fashionable people, male and female, 
from all parts of the Republic, each one intent 
on having na good time,“ indifferent of cost; 
and that in Central Park every fair afternoon 
might be seen thousands upon thousands of 
eguipages filled with ladies and gentlemen, 
driven by Uveried coachmen and waited upon 
by footmen in livery, and other thousands of 
people ou horseback, and all the avenues lead- 
ing to the park covered with endless processions 
of vehicles and equestrians gomf or returning. 
Then think of the horse-racing and yachting, 
the feasting and dancing, the dinners and balis, 
the opera and theatre going, the lawn-tennis 
parties and polo-piaying, the shopping, the 
crowds at the picture-galleries, museums, and 
other places of display of art or natural history. 
Imagine all these things as happening in New 
York every spring for 120 days, and then you 
have at least some conception of what is meant 
by London in the Season.“ 

All the families that can afford it, and thou- 
sands that can't, come up to London from the 
provinces and the colonies “to spend the 
Season,” see and be seen, and enjoy the 
convivial carnival carried on in this vast 
Vanity Fair. The whole British aristocracy 
and plutocracy are here at this time. All the 
officers of the army and navy who can obtain 
„leaves come to London in the Season. The 
5,000 absentee Irish landlords are all here to 
spend their rents, and influence the London 
press, Parliament, and British opinion against 
the 6,000,000 wretched tenantry on the sister isi- 
and whom they rob end pauperize. 

But all the attractuns and gorgeous displays, 
the grand bails and banquets, racing, and gay 
times of London in the Season, do not draw 
hither the titled or wealthy classes of the Conti- 
nent. France, rich, gay, and fond of display, 
sends few or no representatives, The aristocra- 
cy of Germany are conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. The nobles of HKussia, so numerous in 
the other Capitals of Europe, are none of them 
here. Wealthy Holland and Beigium keep 
away. No Spanish grandees, no Italians of title 
put in an appearance. And yet London is only 
nine hours’ distance from Paris, and less than 
a day’s travel from most of the principal 
cities of the Continent. Then, again, their 
“Seasons” are now over—all except that 
of Paris. The only foreigners here for 
pleasure and sight-seeing are their own 
* cousins,” the Americans, of whom there 
are several thousand in London at present, who 
are heid here by the fascinations of the Sea- 


son. 

Why is it that the fashionable Continental 
neighbors of the English keep away from the 
great and gay British Capital? The English cer- 


talmly give no excuse therefor by refusing to | 
visit the cities of the Continent in their Sea- | 


sons.“ On the contrary, they swarm in all the 
watering- places, Capitals, and centres of fashion 
and pleasure, and take hearty interest in all that 
goes on. They climb all the mountains of Switz- 
erland, and roam over Austria, France, and Sean- 
dinavia. They visit every nook and corner of 
Germany and Italy. Thousands of them spend 
half their time and money in Paris. 1 have seen 
it stated that 100,000 English pleasure-seek ers visit 
thé Continent and rambie over it every season, 
and drop $50,000,000 to $60,000,000 Into the purses 
of tneir énitertainers yearly. There is 

aman of note in any walk of life, and hardly a 
family of wealth or position, on the Continent of 
Europe, but has made the acquaintance of 
wealthy or titled English visitors; and yet these 
Continental “ friends rarely return the calis. 

Why is it? It is not because the English are 
inhospitable, ungenial, impolite, or unapproach- 
able. Notwithstanding a certain degree of in- 
sular reserve and natural coldness of manner, 
they freely reciprocate social courtesies and 
obligations. No one who has done ma favor 
need fear that it will not be repaid. here they 
have been entertained in America or Europe, 
they lose no time in discharging the debt when 
opportunity offers. Where strangers bring 
proper letters of introduction, the English are 
as prompt and ready to recognize them as any 
other people, the Americans not excepted. I 
have asked several English acquaintances why 
it is that so few of the society classes of peopie 
on the Continent visit their Capital or island, 
and they don’t appear to know and can offer no 
satisfactory reason. Some attribute it to the 
bad climatic reputation of Engiand on the Con- 
tinent; one thought it was the smoke or fog of 
London; and others supposed it might be inabii- 
ity to speak the English tougue. But French is 
the language of society all over Europe, and 
it is spoken jn nearly ail fashionable families in 
Great Britain; and, as to the climate, it is more 
pleasant in June and July, because cooler, thau 
anywhere on the Continent. The fog season 
doesn’t set in here till October or November; 
and at this time of the year the temperature is 
delightful and the weather charming. 

It is neither too hot nor too cold, too cloudy 
nor too Clear, too wet nor too dry; and it is per- 
fectly healthy. There is no malaria or infectious 
disease to scare people from coming. . The 
streets are perfectly clean, well lighted at night, 
free from dust or mud, being carefully swept, 
and smooth and agreeable to travel on. All the 
shopping streets and fashionable thoroughfares, 
and the avenues leading to the various beautiful 
parks, are paved with wooden blocks laid close 
together, and on solid foundations, so that car- 
riages roll over them as smoothly and noiselesly 
as on a floor. Then the police regulations are 
excellent. There is a polite and vigilant “ watch- 
man” at every street-crossing to protect pedes- 
trians and prevent collisions and jams ot vebi- 
cles. There are policemen at the entrance of 
all the picture-gaileries, museums, noted 
churches, theatres, and other places of general 
resort. Good order prevails everywhere. The 
convenience and safety of everybody appear to 
be studied and attended to by the ubiquitous 
army of 12,000 street-guardians who ure spread 
over the Metropolitan District embracing 4,000,00u 
of souls. 

Then, London has more attractions in the 
Season” than merely fashionable equipaies, 
riding in the parks, eating dinners, attending 
the Lord-Mayor’s banquets, or going to balls, 
races, reviews, operas, and theatres. Immense 
additions have of late years been made to the 
stock of statuary, biotures, and works of art of 
all kinds, both ancient and modern.

A Notable Stallion Race Between 
Black Cloud and Monroe 
Chief. 


The Michigan Horse Wins In Three 
Heats, Making a Record of 
2217 1-4. 


Oroxie and Jim Booman Capture the Other 
Purses Winners at the Meet- 
ing, Ete. 


Close of the Chicago Trotting Meeting. 
The summer twnecting at the Driving Parx was 
brought to an end yesterday. there having been 
seven days of first-class sport with unexception- 
able weather all the time. The events on the 
program yesterday were a special race between 
named horses, a trot for stallions, and a purse of 
$1.000 for horses that had never beaten three 
minutes. The stallion race was decidedly the 
most interesting feature of the duy, and proved 
to be one of the very best races of. its kind ever 
trotted. The starters were the Michigan stall- 
jon, Black Uiowd, dit won the 2:21 
race Wednesday; the Chicago stallion, 
Monroe Chief, that trotied second to 
Von Arnim in the free-for-all stallion race on 
the opening day of the meeting, and Scott's 
Thomas, a horse that tsotted prominently in 1878, 
Obtaining at that time a record of 2:21. While it 
was thought by most borsemen that Black Cloud 
had a tritie more speed thao Monroe Chief, the 
last-named borse, by reuson of his well-known 
staying qualities, was considered to have the 
caance Of winning. in the pools solid Fri- 
day nicht Monroe Chief was a two-w-one 
favorit over che field, and even at these odds 
the short end was got in great mand. 
I betieve,” said Budd Doble at the Palmer 
House Friday night when the — race was 
being discussed, that if Munroe lot was to 
drop dead w a rade be would be sell tavorit 
for two beats afterwards. The people don't

LABOR. 


A Pleasant and Successful Demonstra- 
tion and Picnic by the Workingmen of 
Toronto. 

Special Dispatch o The Chicago Tribune 
ToRONTO, Out., July 22.—The trades’ demon- 
stration today was one ot the finest affairs of 
the kind ever witnessed in the Dominion. As 
early as 8 o'clock members of the various trades 
unions began to assemble at their respective 
halls, from which place they proceeded to the 

Queen's Park, where the procession was formed. 

The scene at this place while the different bodies 

were falling into line reminded one of the 

preparations for a grand filela-day. It was an- 
nounced that » start would be made shortly 

after 10 oOclock, but it was about 12 

before the large procession fairly got under 

way. All along the route the streets were 
densely lined with spectators, and well-deserved 
words of praise at the large, orderly, and re- 
spectable gathering passing before m. were 
freely bestowed. The majority of the trades 
were employed at their respective caliings, and 
this unique feature of the demonstration made 
the turnout all the more attractive. There 
were cighteen bands in the procession, and the 
followmg amoung other trades were larveiy rep- 
resented in the order uamed: Tailors, plumb- 
ers, iron-moiders, varnishers and polispers, 
carpenters, bukers, printers, bricklayers, ma- 
chine shoemuakers, laborers, cigarmakers, 
stone-masons, Kaights of St. Crispin, 
stonecutters, lathers and plasterers, woodwork- 
ing machinists, harnessmukers, painters, tin- 
smiths, seamen and ‘jougshoremen, giiders, pi- 
anowukers, brass-tinighers, boilermakers, bolt- 
makers, and a number of non-union trades. The 
processiou in passing a given point occupied 
forty-tive minutes. The appearance of the To- 
ronto Typographical Union was favorably com- 
mented upon on all sides. They turned out 
very strong, cach member carrying in his hand 
an extended Japunese parasol. On the arrival 
at the exhibition grounds of the procession, 
which numbe about 3,000, the line 
was broken, and each particular in- 
dividual enjoyed himself according to 
his inclination. An excellent program of 
athletic sports was presented, and ia nearly 
every instance the games were keenly 
contested. Among tie principal speakers from 

a distance were Mesars. McGuire, of New York 

and Powers, of Chicago. The former detivered 

himself ot sound, sensible remarks, showing his 
bexrers that by unity in trade matters they were 
udvancing their own interests, He deprecated 
the idea that trades-unionism meant combina- 
tion to injure or oppress employers; on the oth- 
hand, be contended t unionism ele- 
workman mentaily and moral- 

bim a better and more

THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 


Tne Views Which Were Aired Before 
that Body YWesterday—Gen. Willard 
Warner and Mr. Bower. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New Yors, July 22.—The Times’ Long Branch 
special says: The Tariff Commission, in delib- 
erative session today, agreed to hear the views 
of the Free Trade Club of New York on either 
Tuesday or Wednesday next, as best suits the 
club. It was also determined to inform Assist- 
ant-Secretary-of-the-Treasury French that his 
appeurance before the commission and the pres- 
entation of his ideas upon tariff matters would 
be appreciated. The possibilities of the discus- 
sion on the tariff drifting to an imterminable 
length are so great that the commission 
has adopted a suggestion of Commissioner 
McMahon, of New York, und next week will 


roveed to put it into operation. It provides for 
ne reparution of a printed cireular to be sent 
to merchants, —— pag clubs, and whoever 
else has information to present, and by them to 
be filled out and returned to the commission, 
Accow pany ing it is a blank tabie with the points 
ouciined upon which the commission desire iu: 
formation. They are as follows: 8 

Present tariff designation of article imported; 
present rate; pro d rate; estimated total in 
dotiars of uctions in revenue; estimated 
total of increase in dollars; reasons for pro 
posed changes. 

At the public session this afternoon a commu: 
nication was received from Gen..Willard War 
ner, of Tecumseb, Ala., relative to the tariff on 
pig-iron, which he explicitly deciared at the out- 
set be was anxious sbould remain just where it 
is, an opinion whicb be believed was shared by 
all Southera pig-iron makers. With us,“ wrote 
Gen. Warner, it isa question of labor. We 
cannot make a ton of charcoai uor blast-iron for 
less than $16. In Alabama and Geo 
the materials in a state of nature for 
1 tou of iron cost ouly about 
65 cents—that is, ore in the ground, timber on 
the stump, and lime in the quarry, leaving $14.35 
for labor. We pay about double Bogiish wages, 
or $7 per ton of metal more than is paid in Eu- 
gland. This is just the duty on pig. With Ea- 
giish wages we would need no protection, and 
could defy the worid in cheapness and quality 
of iron. Sevteh pig-iron, even now, comes to 
Rome, Ga.. in competiaon with Southern iron.” 

Mr. Henry Bower, a chemical manufacturer, 
of Philadeſphia, was the frst witness to be ex- 
amined by the commission. Mr. Bower dis- 
claimed being a representative of the chemical 
interests at large. He had, however, his own 
views of the tariff, and, such as they were, the 
commission was welcome tothem. There are, 
he said, 1.540 chemical establishments in this 
country, whose total capitalization is $85,000, 
whose annual sales amount to $115,000,000, Whose 
employés number ubout ; and

Miss Fanny Parnell, 
New York Sun, July 21. 

The sudden death of Miss Funny Parnell! yes- 
terday will fall like a blow upon the hearts of 
the friends of Ireland in her present struggle. 
The known devotion of woman toany cause in 
which the energies and sympathies of men are 
engaged adds enormously to its strength, and 
the loss of such a friend as Miss Parnell is an 
added misfortune to Ireland. 

The deceased lady was of elender frame, but 
possessed extraordinary energy anda burning 
devotion to her country. About three years 
ago, or during the earlier stages of the Irish 
famine, she deiivered her first speech In this 
city on the subject before an audience consist- 
ing mostly of ladies. Those who beard her will 
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her emotion were too much for her 
strength, and at the end of her appeal for Ire- 
land she sank into a chair, shrinking and over- 
Since then, for three yeurs, she has 
worked here unceasingly for the Land League, 
performing an amount of labor far beyond her 
powers of endurance; and it was. undoubtedly 
the strain upon her that brought ber to an un- 
timely grave. Miss Fanny Parneil was a 
of merit, as is shown by a volume of her Irish 
poems recently and by her occasional 
contributions to the press. A short time ago, in 
view of certain projects that met her disapprov- 
al, she sent this poem to the Sun: 
THE UTTERANCE OF AN IRISH HEART. 
What! give our land to you, Engiand! 
What! give our land to you! 
Our ravaged land, whose every rood

CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 


The Douglas Heirs Take a Hand in the 
Litigation Over the Est«biishment. 
The complications over the Chicago Univer- 

sity have now assumeda new aspect by the fil- 

ing of a bill by Robert M. and Stephen A. Doug- 
las against the University of Chicago and its 

Trustees and the Union Mutual Life-Insurance 

Company to set aside the munificent gift of land 


to the university. After setting up the various 
facts connected with the founding of the uni- 
versity, the terms on which Senator Douglas do- 
nated the land on which the university now 
stands, and the efforts to raise funds to erect 
the building, ali of which are well known, the 
com piainants state that in August, 1858, Dougias 
conveyed the! in question to the then ex- 
isting Board of ‘Trustees, and autborized them 
to borrow $25,000 by trust-deed on the property, 
on condition of their individually indorsing the 
notes, and also giving him as collateral security 
$50,000 subscription notes belonging to the uni- 
versity. This trust-deed, however, has long 
siace been paid. The title, if any was conveyea, 
was in fact held for the university, whose right, 
title, and interest was ever sitice has 
been equitable, and subject to the condition 
originally made with Dr. Burroughs that such 
title should forever remain in the university for 
educational purposes, and that no rt of the 
same should ever be sold, of alienated, or used 
for any other purpose whatever. [t is further 
charged that the Board of Trustees as such had 
no authority in law to contract or hold titles to 
real estate as a Board of Trustees, that they are 
not a body corporate under that name, and 
had no right, authority, or to 
receive a conveyance of prop- 
erty to the Board of ‘Trustees of tke 
University of Chicago. The deed purports to 
convey the land to the Board of Trustees of 
the University of Chicago.“ without designating 
any individuals whatever. The Board of Trust- 
ees is a constantly-varying body, and, not being 
a corporation or a body capabie of contracting 
as such, or of holding title for any purpose, such 
description is too vague and uncertain to con- 
stitute a competent grantee at law, and the deed 
is void fur that reason, or iu any event the in- 
dividual members could not hold title longer 
than durm their term of office, which bas long 
since expired. The university was the equitabie 
owner of tbe property subject to the condition 
above mentioned, at the time the deed was 
given, and the conveyance now, its purpose 
having been accomplished, 
HAD AND HAS NO EFFECT 

so far as the university is concerned, and would 
not convey any legal title to tne university. if, 
however, it cau in any way enure to the uni- 
versity it could only do so in equity. and sub- 
ject to all the condiuons existing in the contract 
assigned by Dr. Burroughs to the university. 

In 1876 the university borrowed $150,000 of the 
Union Mutual Lite-Insurance Company, giving 
a trust-deed ou its property to secure the same, 
and a bill has been filed tw foreclose the same. 
The compiainants charge that the university by 
this transfer and alienation has practically di- 
verted the grant and has committed a breach of 
the conditions on which it holds titte. so that the 
land by rights belongs to them as heirs of the 
grantor, Senator Dougias. They have never 
consented to the execution of the trust-deed, 80 
that thev are not bound thereby, but it consti- 
tutes a cloud on their title. 

At the time of tue graut Senator Douglas was 
the guardian of complainant's estate, which 
consisted of property inherited from their ma- 
ternal grandfather through their mower, and 
was worth $100,000. He useditin the purchase 
of lands, expecting to be able to pay it back in 
the future, but dred suddenly, leaving his af- 
fairs in a very unsatisfactory and unsettled con- 
dition. Complainants bave since received about 
$50,000 from this estate, but this they say is only 
equal to the Interest on the $100,000 from 1853 to 
1866, so that their father’s estate still owes them 
the whole pricipal and interest since the close of 
the war. They also claim that they only dis- 
covered the extent of. this indebtedness 
within the lust five years, and then, not know- 
ing the terms on which the grant to the univer- 
sity was made, supposed they could not recover 
any of it back. Since learning of the condition 
in which the land was donated, however, they 
allege they are entitied to have their claim sat- 
istied out of this property. in conclusion they 
ask to have the conveyance by their father to 
the Trustees set aside ou account of the viola- 
tion of the condidon on which it was given; 
that the trust deed to the insurance company 
may also be set aside because it Knew of cheir 
rights and interests,and thatthe land may be 
recon veyed to them, or that at least their ciafin 
on their father’s estate for $100,000 may be de- 
creed to be u rst lieu on the property. Messrs. 
French & Douglas appear as solicitors Yor the 
cow piainants.

A FAITHLESS EMPLOYE. 


Arrest of a Trusted Cierk Charged with 
Stealing Goods, 

The old, old story of atrustéd but low-saiaried 
cierk, bis fondness for money and the good 
things of the worid, his betrayai of the confi- 
deace reposed in him, and, finally, ex pOure and 
arrest, was told again yesterday afternoon when 
Detectives Thorpe and Tierney brought a trio 
ef weli-iiressed prisoners into the Harrison 
Street Station. One of them, a young man of 
perhaps W years, dressed in a neat suit of 
gray and sporting u mustache which fairly 
matched his clothes, was the clerk in the case, 
and of course the principal prisoner. He gave 
the name of Frank ER. Letourneaux, the nume 

being sufficient to lndieate his nationality 
had not his very decided Frenoh accent done so. 
He appenred rather unconderued over his very 
unenviable situation. M. Letourneaux was 
booked for larceny, searobed, and marched down 
to a cell. The other two prisoners, Ernest 
Turgeon and Philip Manard, also uch, were 
booked for receiving stelen property, and were 
likewise put bebind the bars. 

Letourneux Was employed, and had been fora 
eousiderabie time, in the wholesale store for tin 
Ir ware, etc., of the Crugin Brothers, 
No. 145 Lake street, at a salary of $12 per week. 
He was well liked by his employers, and they 
might have paid him u larger salary had ft aot 
been understood that tbe hud a father in Montreal 
worth somewhere in the neighborhood of $200,- 
000. The young man lived at No. 241 Congress 
street with nis interesting family of a wife and 
one child. 

SEVERAL WEEKS AGO 
a New York manufacturing firm made the dis- 
covery that some of their goods which had been 
sold to the Cragins were Oa the Chicago retail 
market at a price less than the actual cost. Ae- 
cordingly the Craging were requested to look the 
matter up. They did av, and as a result of the 
investigation discovered that certain goods 
were wissing from the stock. 
evident, too, that some ene 
inside was the guilty party. Detectives Thorpe 
and Tierney and Detective Kehoe, of the Tre- 
mont House, were given the task of ferreting 
out the thief. After much buuting and shadow- 
ing they traced the job to Letourneaux, and 
about a week ago be was very quietiy arrested. 
He acknowledged the corn, but insisted that the 
amount of goods be had taken was small, and 
that be would recover most of them if be was only 
forgiven and not thrown out of employment. 
He begged so hard that it was finally decided to 
give him another chance, and be went to work 
again. But when K came to reeoverimg the 
stolen goods the young man was at fault, and in 
to crawl out of redicament in 
be found bimseif he 1 outrageously 
and biundered so chat be exposed his nefarious 
scheme to the fullest extent. The astounding 
discovery was made that he ' 

HAD BEEN SYSTEMATICALLY ROBBING 
his employers ever since last February, and that 
he had made away with something over 82.000 
worth of guods. ext it was learned that these 
goods had been put on the market through the 
medium of Manard, who keeps a store at No. 108 
Blue Island avenue, aud Turgeon, his agent.“ 
T rs say that Letourneaux would carry 
the stolen goods to his own home 
on Congress street, and that Manard 
and Turgeon would call there after them. Ma- 
nard admitted to the officers, so the latter 

ted, that he had purchased worth of 
goods from Letourneoux, but both be the Tur- 
geon, claimed to have no know of the fact 
that the goods were stolen. It is supposed, of 
course, that Letourueaux's wite knew nothing of 
the transactions. 

But there were others implicated in the steal, 
and more arrests were promised when the three 
prisoners were brought to the station yesterday 
afternoon. It is not knowu exactly how Letour- 
neaux worked his scheme of peculation. Some 
of the stolen articles were too heavy and un- 
wieldy for bim to carry alove, and tbe must have 
nad not only a confederate but a conveyance of 
some kind. About $200 worth Of the piunder 
was found by the detectives yesterday after- 
noon buried in the und under an outside 
stairway at No. 22 Miller street, and some ar- 
reste from that quarter will doubtiess be made. 
Of course one of the guilty men told the 
detectives about the plank u the stairway. 
Several hundred dollars worth of the plunder 
was recovered through the agency of Manard 
and Turggon, but about $1,000 worth is still un- 
accounted for. 

To a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday the prisoners 
declined to talk. tourneaux simply said he 
had stolen nothing,“ and Manard said, “ 1] must 
see my lawyer betore 1 talk about this.” 

Charles and Noel De Boche, who assisted in 
getting away with the property after it had been 
stolen by the clerk, were captured last nizht by 
Detectives Tierney and Thorpe and run in at 
the armory. They deny all knowledge of the 
stolen stuff, but the fact still remains that they 
were seen with it, and that it was found on their 
premises.

The only piace in the city where any one can 
gain any idea of what housewives have to pay 
to keep their establishments going is on South 
Water street, and it is te that locality, therefore, 
that Tux TRIBUNE has weekly sent a reporter to 
get a reliable list ot the amount and prices of 
fruits and vegetables offered for sale. 

Potatoes are now coming from Missouri and 
Southern Illinois, with a few from Tennessee.

HEAT AND COLD. 


The Results of Some Interesting Obsere« 
vations, 
Toronto Globe. 

It is the unanimous testimony of natives of 
the British Isles emigrating to Canada that the 
cold of our winter is much more easily endur- 
able, degree for degree, than is the cold of Great 
Britain or Ireland. 80, too, the residents of the 
Canadian Northwest declare that a temperature 
of 40 below zero is endured up there with quite 
as much indifference as ig the zero tempera 
in Ontario, 
In the Nineteenth Century Prof. Frankland 
gives interesting results of investigations con- 
ducted by bim into the causes and extent of 
the difference in the climates of town and coun- 
try. He jays much stress upon the Mfluence of 
the color of the surroundings in modifying the 
cold of the air. As everybody knows, there is a

| great difference in the nature of the beat from

ON THE BOURSE. 
The Markets Less Active and Gen- 
erally Weaker. 


Wheat Dropped Off Three to Four 
Cents a Bushel. 


Some of the Shorts’ Delivering Red Winter on July 
Contracts. 


The markets were less active yesterday, and 
‘more than usually weak, Wheat declined three 
to four cents a bushel, with une weather all over 
the West, large receipts, and reported decline in 
Liverpool, while some operators bad news that 
the prospects in the western part of the Euro- 
pean Continent were improving. The trade was 
surprised Friday afternoon by the delivery of 
several lots of red winter wheat og July con- 
tracts, and that was followed up yesterday moru- 
ing by more deliveries, which, coming on the 
heels of the news above referred to, broke the 
backs of those who had confideuce in prices, 
and the market dropped badly. There were not 
many features in it—nothing to describe, except 
that there was a fair shipping demand for spot 
at the decline, aud the market closed with a 
good inquiry at about $1.05% for No. 2 red 
wiuter. 

The report of the committee on June spring 
wheat was expected to develop more strength 
im the July deal for spring. but it did not. 
Whether or not it would have been so if winter 
wheat bad been firm was one of the things that 
no fellow could find oat; but it was quotabie 
one to two cents lower, with not a single trans- 
action reported outside of a few car- lots, so far 
as could be ascertained. 

Corn was less active and irregularly weak. 
The spot part of the market was quite strong. 
shippers taking all that was offered, though the 
price was contin red by the d in fut- 
ures. The weather was reported to be clear and 
warmer all over the West, and this made some 
peopie think that the corn crop — maturing det - 
ter. Evidentiy some ple in the country

New York World, 

At the session of the summer School of Chris- 
tian Philosophy at Greenwood Lake. N. V., Prof. 
George T. Ladd, of Yale College, read a paper on 
Nature and the Supernatural.“ He said those 
great conflicts of opinion which most nearly 
eoneérn scientific knowledge and religious faith 
geem at the present time to be rapidly converz- 
ing upon a singie point. There was one funda- 
mental question in the contest. The question of 
the supernatural starts all other questions. 
The idea of Nature in contrast witn the super- 
gatural bas in the last century undergone a re- 
markabie development, and all of the narratives 
of the alleged supernatural! in the form of mira- 
eles have been subjected to the most searching 
scrutiny. Students of Nature have become con- 
yinced that an adequate conception of the laws 
and forces must be substituted fur the idea of 
God. “Is it certain thut taking one view 
ef nature excludes us from the other?” 
said Prof. Ladd. We admit that the modern 
conception of Nature is a grand and engaging 
conception.

At rare in- 
tervais [have been able to sit up and take my 
meais without the aid of my nurse. During the 
last three years and a half, however, my inürmi- 
ties have n increasi I was unable to turn 
over in bed, and 1 found a diilicuity in moving 
my hands or imbs. Thousands of doliars have 
1 paid physicians, none of whom ever succeeded 
in alleviating my miseries. I lost all faith in 
medicine, and resolved to place myself in the 
hands of my Creator.

New Board of Trade Buliding. 

For as large an enterprise as this, the work has 
progressed quite rapidly since the adoption of 
the plans. The architect, W. W. Boyington, did 
not claim that they had been thoroughly studied, 
as only a week or ten days bad been spent on 
them from the inception. Consequently it has 
been a matter of great labor to redraw the 
plans and elevations and perfect all the requisit 
detuils, and get them so arranged in order so as 
first of all to determine the required founda- 
tion to support eafely a building ot 
such vast proportions, not meaning the 
size on the ground, but its concentrated bear- 
ings and size of the immense exchange, room 
compuratively free from internal columns. 

To arrange such a room and concentrate the 
requisit strains for the support of such a n- 
derous roof and tower so as to have a uniform 
bearing surface on every part of the foundation 
is no light undertaking, and it is equally difficult 
to determine just what kind of a foundation 
would be best to adopt for our somewhat treach- 
erous subsoil and put the same in form for 
construction in so short a time. Yet 
according to accounts there bas been as much 
progress on the plans and foundations in three 
months as there bus been on the Produce Ex- 
change Building in New York City in about two 
years. But that only demonstrates the differ- 
ence inthe progressive enterprise of the two 
cities. Suffice itto say thai in two years from 
the Ist of last May we shall have a Board of 
Trade building and hall to which we can invite 
tne Gothamites and let them learn bow to com- 
plete their building. 

The foundations are now being laid deep and 
broad, and will be fully completed in about two 
weeks. The material used is, first, a course of 
three-inch oak plank, bedded in cement; then a 
tier of 12x12 oak square timbers placed from 
twelve to eighteen inches apart, and the spaces 
between the timbers filled solid with concrete. 
On top of this is another layer of three-inch ouk 
plank, thoroughly spiked to the timbers; and 
upon this there istwo feetin thickness of con- 
crete and three feet of large, flat dimension 
stone, all thoroughly fitted together by cutting, 
and then bedded and grouted with cement, mak- 
ing a solid, compact mass of material, covering 
an area equal to the requirements 
of the various parte of the superstructure. 
The wood portion of the foundation will be 
always some feet below low-water datum, and 
the architect prefers the timber placed in that 
oe rather than driven as piles a much 
arger expense. He is fully satistied t on our 
soil he will secure better results. C these 
foundations the cut-stone work for super- 
structure will be commenced.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were unsteady and hesitating at the 
opening. Appearances again indicated that the 
cold wave which has been predicted so otten in 
the last fortnight was about to strike the stock 
market at last. But almost simultaneously with 
the appearance of the bank statement, showing 
an increase of over $5,000,000 in loans and a loss 
of more than $2,000,000 in reserve all the signs 
of reaction vanished. Prices advanced, tran- 
sactions increased in number, and the market, 
under the leadership of the coai stocks, went on 
to an excited bull closing. 

Bull points were very numerous on the coal 
stocks. For Lackawanna 150 is predicted, and 
it was in demand by good buyers. 

Wall street appears to have adjourned the 
reaction until September or October. 

At Long Branch, West End gossip reported, 
upon authority of several of the anthracite coal 
agents, that a general advance in prices of 25c 
per ton was proposed for August. It was be- 
lieved that this fact in a measure had accounted 
for the present strength of the coal stocks. A 
prominent Saratoga house reported teu pages of 
orders to sell Lake Shore to three and one-half 
tobuy. It was also stated that German houses 
sold about 25,000 shares of long stocks for Lon- 
don on Friday, and these brokers were 
borrowing about 100,000 shares to arrive. 
Some of the room traders admitted being short. 
The short interest was somewhat increased on 
the provisions failure, which was made the most 
of by the bears. The bull houses were pleased 
over the new short interest, which they should 
eadeavor to encourage, but they nevertheless 
believed that there was but one way the market 
could go, and that was upward. Milis admitted 
be was about out of stocks, but he should buy 
again if they reacted. He was long of the Minne- 
sota & St. Louis stocks for 10 to 20 per cent ad- 
vance, and he believed prices generally would 
go bigher this year than before in two years. 
Time loans for six months on stocks were made 
at 5 per cent. Life insurance companies are 
lending on grain. Sage is offering puts on the 
Southwestern stocks at 3 per cent from the mar- 
ket for 3 days for 1 per eent. 

An experienced operator telegraphed at noon: 
Market looks strong, but the conservative and 
knowing ones still talk reaction. The one we 
bave bad can hardly bear the name. Yet it 
would not surprise me if a good many of the 
shorts wanted to oover before § o'clock, which 
would bring about a temporary boom. The 
short interest is larger than would be expected.

COMPENSATION WANTED. 


The following letter explains itself: 

CHIC AGO, July 20, 1882.—George Scoville, Eg. 
DgAR Bin: Weunderstand that you intend to 
make an application to Cougress for some com- 
pensation for the services rendered by you in 
defenfing Guiteau. There is an act of Congress 
which provides that when any person is indicted 
in a court of the United States and has not the 
means of paying for the attendance of witnesses 
to testify in his favor be may procure tbeir at- 
tendance in the manner stated at the expense 
of the Government. There is no similar act to 
pay the counsel of the person indicted, and yet 
the services of counsel in the defense may be 
quite as important as the testimony of witness- 
en. It is to the credit of the profession that, as 
a generul rule, when the person indicted is un- 
able to pay counsel there has been no difficulty 
in procuring professional assistance; Dut the 
necessity of making provision for the conpensa- 
tom of counsel under such circumstances has 
been so strongly feit in some of the States that 
they have provided for the payment of the de- 
fendant’s counsel by the State. 

Your case seems to be entirely exceptional in 
the lengtb of the trial and in the sacritice of 
your private business; and the peculiar diffi- 
culties and hardships borne by counsel who de- 
fended Guiteau, in consequence of his beart 
towards them, are woll known to the public. We 
all feel that you have special claims for some 
compensation for services rendered by you un- 
der circumstances Where the patience and for- 
bearance of counsel were taxed to a ter de- 
ge than in any trial within our know
